Quebec, Aug. 14.— Judge Caron of 
the luperlor court releAsed Captain 
Oreene and Colonel Oaynor, th 
Amertcan rontractors, who are wante 
In the I'nitcd States for alleged 
frauds against the federal government 
Involving hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. Judge Caron based hts deci 
Bion In tbc case on (be absence of 
dates in the wanants upon which th 
prisoners were first arrested in Qui 
bee; discrepencles in the charges on 
which true bills were obtained against 
the prisoners in the United States 
and dl8crepenel( B hetween those 
charges and the charges made In tht 
application for extradition. 

The prisoners were at once releas 
ed and received the confO^tulations of 
their friends and the court adjourned 

Mr. Me.Mastcr, counsel for th( 
United States government, was asKet 
whether the prosecution intended to 
tahe any further action looltitag to the 
extradition of Colonel Gaynor and 
Captain drecne. Mr. McMaster re 
jilied that h<' was iinal>le to siieak pos 
itlvely on the subject until after a 
conferenoa with Messrs. Irwin and 
Stewart. 

There was a large attendance of 

both legal luminaries and speotatprs 
Mrs. Gaynor accompanied by a num 
ber of ladies, was present during the 
delivery of the Judgment. Oaynor and 
Greene came into court with Sheriff 
Langelier. 

Judge Caron began the reading of 
the very lengthy notes, i)reeeding his 
judgment. The Judge referred to the 
case as of great importance, if only by 
reapon of the \iniisiial proceedings em- 
pl( yed and went on to say that he 
would review liis last two writs. He 
then read the petitions of the prison 
era for writs of habeas corpus upon 
which the writ was issued In virtue of 
which th ' prisoners were taken ont 
of the hands (.f Jailor Valee <if Moii 
treal, as wsll as the answer thereto 
and the writ itself. The events im 
mediately preceding the Issue of 
writs he also reviewed and went on to 
concur in Judge Andrew's opinion with 
regard to tlie sensational manner in 
which the prisoners' arrest was made 
here. 

With regard to the attacks made up- 
on himself, he was sure that the 
American government authoritii'S and 
their agents could have had no hand 
In them. The notice to the American 
government's lawyers to Jailer Valae 
to attend to di livery of Judge An- 
drews' Judgment was ih. u (pioted and 
"Vulee's compliance therein noted. The 
jiudgment ipso facto dispossesses 
Jndge Andrews of the prisoners and 
under the circumstances he (Judge 
Carbn) was quite Justified in bis sub- 
sequent issue of writs of habeas 
corpus addressed to Jailer Valee after 
he had taken possession of the prison- 
(!rs followUli Judge Andrews' pro- 
nouncement. 

His honor pressed the opinion that 
Judge Andrews' judgment quashing 
his own writ of habeas corpus did not 
decide tha merits of the case and not- 
withstanding the pretensions of law- 
yers for the prosecution to the con- 
trary, his writ in no way conflicted 
irlth Judge Andrews' judgment, for a 
prisoner may always renew his appli- 
cation providing that some new facts 
are stated, as had been done in the 
present case. One of there referred 
to the absence in the warrants of the 
dates at which the offense alleged to 
have been committed and the other 
an objection to the validity of the 
rliarge of conspiracy to defraud under 
the extradition treaty. 

This,, at weU M tlie absence of 
dates im fU i^aranto be held, to be 
distinctly Irtal to the latter and he 
therefore u<)held the prisoners' claims 
and their objections to the warranU, 
malntaiped the writ of habeas oorpua 
ud or4«r«d mImm tto prlf- 
oners.

Little 
was said of the new movement at the 
time the AllenfOwn hospital was put 
into service, and few persons outside 
of the officials were aware of the com- 
pany's intentions It did not require 
a full year to prove the value of such 
an institution, either irf point of bodily 
comfort to the unfortunate iron work- 
ers who were forced to enter it for 
treatment, or in point of ultimate «1* 
pense to the corporation.

The company will require ao 
financing and there will be no offer 
of the stock to flie imlilic. all the cash 
required having been i idviiicd by its 
Stockholders. "

Rising at an early hour 
to heat some milk for her six-weeks'- 
old baby, she in some way tipped over 
an alcohol lamp igniting a gallon can 
lined with alcohol, which exploded 
with terrifiOk force. The woman was 
so badly burned that she died. Her 
husband ried at the City hospital less 
than two months ago and ber baby 
was born since his death. Three 
children, all under five years of age, 
are left orphans by her death.

MOROS SNEAK UPON SENTINELS. 



AltboiiKh the Kntlre Outpost RnHht-.i 
to I tie Aid of Tholr < 'oiii radea, 
the Attacklug i'arty 



Manilla, Aug. 14.— A small party n» 
Moros surprised an outpost of the 

Twenty-seventh Infantry at Camp Vic- 
ars. Sergeant Foley and Private Car- 
ey were killed and Private Van l)nrn 
was severely wounded. Tho Murtu-. 
who numbered only a dosen, were 
armed with spears and swords 

The morning was dark and foggy. 
The attaeiiiug party crawled to witli- 
in a few feet of the seatinels and 
then sprang upon them suddenly. The 
entire outpost rushed to tho relief of 
the sentinels, but they were too late 
and the Moros es(ape<l, although iios- 
sibly a few of them were wounded. 
The American sentinels were terribly 
cut by the swords and speara. 

The attacking Moros were all from 
Pac<dod, and the occurence proliahly 
will result In a move against that 
tow n, which has a strong fort and oth- 
er defenses.

INFLAMABLEJLUIDS. 

Sheridan Catastrophe May Be Re- 
peated at ShurpHhiirg. 

Pittsburg, Aug. 14. — Sharpsburg, a 
suburb of Allegheny, Is excited over 
the wreck of a Western Pennsylvania 
freight train of 80 cars, loaded with 

benzine, gas(dine, kerosene and Itihri 
eating oil and fears are entertained 
of another catastrophe such as was 
visited to Sheridan. Pa., a few 
months ago, when 200 or more people 
were killed and injured by an explo- 
sion follow ing a similar wreck. Where 
the wreck <iccurr«'d. a tank car, con- 
taining u,(tUO gallons of benzine, broke 
and the fluid ran out, forming in pOols 
along the tracks. There are over 
150,000 gallons of Inflammable mater 
iai on the train ami the traiinnen are 
keeping people away fr<mi the wreck. 
Should a spark fall from a passing en 
gine and Ignited the benzine, the re 
suits would be terrible, and the en 
winters have been warneil to be cnre 
ful while passing the scene of the ac- 
cident. No one was hurt in the wreck. 

Cn Route to Hawaii. 
San Francisco, Aug. 14. — Senator J.

TUG WBECIED. 

Kxpiusion of a Holler on a Boat 
Near ataten Island. 

Nf w York. Aug. II. — The holler of 
(lie Iiil; .Ia<-^ili Kaiiper Mew iii> near 
.St. {;e(Mgew. Staten Island. I'uii- of 
the crew were killed or drowued. Two 
men were picked up alive by the Stat- 
on Island ferryboat Castleton and 
brought to this city. 

The tug sank almost immediately 
and later a quantity of wreckage and 
clothing and the name board came 
ashore with the ebb tide along Btaten 
Island. The owners of the tug are O. 
D. Kui>per and Uruthers. 

The tug was towing a lighter lead- 
ed with cotton from Brooklyn to Stat- 
en Island. The Staten island ferry- 
iMiat Castleton was near the scene of 
the explosion when it occurred. Cap- 
tain Braisted of the ferryboat says 
the explosion and the sinKitiL; of the 
tug were almost simultaneous. The 
tug seemed to break In two amidships. 
The Castleton was at once stopped 
and boats were lowered. Only one 
man was picked up by tho Castleton. 
liis face was horribly burned and 
scalded. The Other rescued man was 
picked up by a passing tug boat. One 
of them, a deckhand named Hanson, 
was taken to Smith infirmary and the 
other to the Marine hospital on Stat- 
en Island. 

Statement of Trouble. 
Tronisoe, Norway. .\ug. 14. — Kvelyn 
B. Pnldwin and several members of 
the crew of the America have made 
statement before a notary public re- 
garding the dispute between Mr. Raid- 
win and Captain Johanassen of the 
America. .Xr'eording to Mr. Baldwin's 
statement. Captain Johanssen refused 
to obey the orders of the IceTpilot and 
that necessitated his removal from 
the command. Baldwin also says that 
Cai'tain .Inhanssen left tlie vessel at 
Honingsvaag without Baldwin's con- 
sent or knowledge.

— Over night 
tho navy department received word 
that the Cincinnati had sailed fioni 
Puerto Cabelio for Barcelona under 
the instructions to Commander Mc- 
Lean directing either the Cincinnati 
or Topeka to proceed Immediately to 
that point, ('(unniandei McLean, who 
is the Senior officer present, evidently 
decided to go himself and leave the 
Topeka to protect American interests 
at Puerto Cabelio.
